Y Me, or The Symphony, Page i. — This very beautiful air deserves to be better known ; Chappell is silent about it. 
It is evidently the tune to some plaintive ditty of the 17th century, which I have not been able to meet with. 
It appears in many editions of the Dancing Master; in the first, 165 1 ; in the second, 1652 ; and the third to the eighth, 1690. 

If all the World were Paper, Page 1. — Many Nursery Rhymes are, as most people are aware, extremely old, 
both in respect to the words and to the air, and though fragments of the rhymes occur frequently in early MSS,, and in old 
printed books, yet it is seldom the tunes ever got into print. There are, however, several such airs in Playfard's Dancing 
Master^ and this is one of them. It appears in the first edition, 165 1, and in other editions, including the eighth, 1690. It is 
arranged as a round dance for eight persons. The words of the rhyme are well known, and run thus

There is an Irish tune in Crosby's Irish Musical Repository^ and in Smith's Irish Minstrel^ named " If the sea were ink," 
but it is quite different to the one here printed. 

Once I Loved a Maiden Fair, Page 1. — I give this air chiefly to, show the difference which exists between it in 
the original form, and the air which Chappell has made so very popular. I do not claim for it that it is any better, nor even

so good, but a copy direct from the earliest book, in which it was printed, may be interesting. It is taken from the Dancing 
Master ; first edition, 165 1, and it occurs in exactly the same notation in Play ford's Introduction in the Skill of Mustek, and in 
other of Playford's publications. Chappell mentions that it also occurs in the Pleasant Companion for the Flageolet^ 1 
This latter work I have not seen. Chappeirs version has a great resemblance to " Here's a Health unto his Majesty, " by 
Saville. Tne original ballad sung to " Once I loved a maiden fair " is in the Roxburghe collection. 

The 29TH of May, Page 2.— An exceedingly fine and marked air of Charles the Second's time. It first appears in 
the Dancing Master, in 1686, and is continued through the later editions. In the additional sheet, printed in 1698, the air is 
given and named " The Jovial Beggars." 

The King's Delight, Page 2. — From Playford's Introduction to the Skill of Musiek, 14th edition, 1700, and possibly 
in earlier editions of the same work. It is in "Mustek's Handmaid? 1678, and is also noted down in a manuscript volume of 
airs, known as " Agnes Humes' MS, in the Advocate's Library, Edinburgh ; " this MS. bears the date 1 704. It is a good and 
lively tune, and was adopted by John Gay, for a song, in the Beggar's Opera, 1728. "The Gamesters and Lawyers are 
Jugglers alike." Previous to Gay's song it had been used as the air for a not over refined song. The first line of this is given 
in the early editions of th^opera, as the original name of the air, but it will not bear repetition. It is also used in Arnold's 
opera, " Two to One," 1 784. 

Lord Frog and Lady Mouse, Page 3. —This is sometimes called "Cocky mi Chari, She," from the chorus of a 
song, in D'Urfey's Fills, vol. 1. It is said to be the original of "Muiriand Willie." As "Lord. Frog," it is in 
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Walsh's Dances for 1713, and either under the first or second title in several ballad operas. The present set is from Gay's 
opera "Achilles? 1733. 

The Frog and Mouse, Page 4.— This air is one of the many adapted to the Nursery Song, "A frog he would a 
wooing go." The original ballad boasts a somewhat high antiquity. In 1549, it is mentioned in the " Complaint of Scotland?

as "The frog cam to the myl dur" [mill-door], and, according to Chappell, a ballad "Of a most strange wedding of a frog 
and mouse," was entered at Stationer's Hall, in 1584. In 161 1, the song with music is inserted in "Melismata,' and in 17 19, 
in "Pills to Purge Melancholy? a political song, founded upon it, was written by Tom D'Urfey. The air here printed is from 
" Thompson's Pocket Companion for the German Flute? 1797. It is the same air as that nsed for the song "Amo Amas, 
I love a lass," in the Agreeable Surprise, 1781. The air now generally sung to "A frog he would a wooing go, " was by 
C. E. Horn. 

The Lucky Hit, P. 4 — This quaint little tune is undoubtedly old. It appears in Watt's edition of (t The Fashionable Lady, 
or Harlequin Opera," acted and printed 1710. The title, " The Lucky Hit " is the old name of the tune, a song bein«; adapted 
to it in the opera. John Watt's editions ot the old" ballad operas are of great use to the musical antiquary, as the airs for the 

■ 

song are not only given, but the old names of the ballads and songs which were sung to them before being used for the opera. 
These are of value in tracing the airs through their many changes. 

Red House, Page 4. — This tune is worthy of notice as the original germ from whence the song — " D' ye ken John 
Peel" sprung. The story]is to the effect that the writer of the song, " John Peel," adapted his words to an air, which was sung 
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to send his child to sleep by its granny. This was "Whar wad bonny Anne lie" or "Whar wad our guidman lie." This 
Scotch air is almost identical with Red House. Red House was in favour in the early part of the iBth century, and was 
greatly used in the ballad operas of the day, and as a country dance. It is found in the Dancing Master, 12th edition, 1703

The original song is called— "The Waggoner, or Ge ho, Dobbin P and is in Apollo's Cabinet, or the Muses Delight, 1757.—

Herefordshire Lasses, Page 9. — A very pretty air, found in Longman, Lukey, & Co/s Country Dances, for 1772. 
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* Pot Stick, Page 9. — This is the earliest copy of the air, " Over the Water to Charlie," I have seen. It is taken from 
Johnson's 200 Country Dances, vol iv., 1748. After this date, the air appears under the Irish title — " Shambuie," or "Shera- 
boy," in " Thompson's Country Dances" vol. 1., circa 1759; in Oswald's "Caledonian Pocket Companion," vol. 11., and in 
other collections. In Aird's Selection of English and Foreign Airs, vol. 1., circa 1775-6, it is named "The Marquis of 
Gran by," from a song by G, A. Stevens. The tune also has another name in Irish Collections, " Ligrum Cush," or " Lacrum 
Cosh," in Mime's Dances, and in Holden's Irish Airs. Robt. Burns, in a letter to Geo. Thomson, mentions this name as a 
title given to the old Scotch melody, " The Quaker's Wife." Whether the tune be English, Scotch, or Irish, would be a 
difficult matter to settle, but, certainly, at an early period the song, " Over the water to Charlie," was set to it, and under this 
title it is inserted in vol. 1. of the Caledonian Pocket Companion, Book 4, circa 1755, and in Bremner's Reels, circa 1759. In 
Gow's 3rd Collection of Strathspeys it has yet another name given it — " Wishaw's Delight."

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Captain Driver's Delight, Page 12. — In Johnson's "200 Country Dances" vol. iv., 1*748. 
The Grove, Page 12.— From McGlashan's "Scots' Measures." 

The Wedding Ring, Page 12.— From No. 8 of "Dale's Collection of Reels and Dances ," folio, area 1806. 

The Ball, Page 13. — A good and sprightly air, which seems to have first seen the light in " Fourteen favourite 
Cotillion and Country Dances. . . . The Fifteenth Book, for the year 1786. . . Thomas Budd." Oblong i6mo. 

Yanky Doodle, Page 13.- — The history of the National Air of America is involved in much obscurity, and many 
absurd statements have been made regarding it, but for a very able article dealing with the subject, by Mr. Barclay Squire, 
I must refer the reader to Grove's Dictionary of Music. Dr. Rimbault's states that the air is printed in Walsh's Dances, 



for 1750, as " Fisheis Jig." Though I have seen earlier years of Walsh's yearly collections, I have not seen the one in 



question and am unable to verify the matter. In 1784, in George Colman's Opera — "Two to One," (the music selected and 

■ 

arranged by Dr. Arnold, the title says "composed," but as the airs include "Peg of Derby," "King's Delight," "Duncan 
Gray," and other Scotch airs, this is absurd) there is a song " Adzooks Old Crusty, why so rusty?" and the music for this is 
" Yankee Doodle." Mr. Squire thinks this is probably the earliest appearance of the air in print, but, I believe the set I now 
give is, at least, eight or nine years previous. It is from "A Selection of Scotch, English, Irish, and Foreign Airs. . . . 
Glasgow, James Aird, vol. 1." Oblong i6mo. It is unfortunately not dated, but I cannot find any air in it which gives a 





than 1775 or 1776, and I fix its publication at about that period. It ultimately extended to six volumes, and there 
are, at least, three different editions, one a late one, published by G. Goulding, London, circa 1785. The later volumes were 
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published long after the first. In the first there is a Negro Jig, and several " Virginian Airs." The tune 4< Yanky Doodle " 
has here several variations which I have not reprinted. 

Van. Rotterdam op Dort, Page T4. — This, perhaps, should not have a place in the collection, for it is evidently 
as its name implies a Dutch air. But, as it is found in an English dance book, and is pleasing, it is reproduced from Straight 
and Skillern's Dances for 1 7 74. 

The Runaway, Page 14. — From a manuscript, written about 1825. It is different to a dance with this title which 
appears in dance books at the commencement of the century. 
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Come Ashore, Jolly Tar, Page 15. — This lively air is in "A Selection of Engltsh, Irish, and Foreign Airs,

adapted for the Fife, Violin, and Getman Flute. Glasgow, James Aird, vol. t n Aird's selection, which extended to six

volumes, and of which, at least, three different editions are known, is an exceedingly good and curious work. It was published 
at the end of the last century, the first being printed some time about 1775 or 1776. In the " facobite Relics? first series, 
18x9, James Hogg gives a song to this air, commencing :

It is a slightly better set than either Aird's 
or Hogg's. 

Yorkshire Grey, Page 15. — In " Thompson's Complete Collection of Country Dances and Cotillions for the

Harpsichord? C. and S. Thompson, oblong 8vo., circa 1775. The first part appears to have been suggested by "Hunting 
the Hare," or the " Green Gown." 

Merry Wakefield, Page 16. — From "Rutherford's Complete Collection of the Most Celebrated Country Dances % 
both old and new. . . . printed by David Rutherford," no date, circa 1775. The epithet "Merry" has been applied to 
Wakefield from time immemorial, and there are many very old songs* in which this term is used. 

The Scarborough Whim, Page 16. — Another dance named in honour of a Yorkshire town, it is like the above in 
Rutherford's Collection, and I have not seen it reprinted. 

The Merry Girls of York, Page 17. — From "A Collection of Scots' Measures, Hornpipes? frc. Alex.

Well may the Keel Row, Page 1 9. — There has lately been much controversy as to whether this be a Scotch or a 
Northumbrian Air, and the dispute puts one in mind of the old fable of the parti-colored shield, as each set of disputants has 
some right on its side. It is, in my opinion, a futile task to attempt to definitely settle the birth-place of a particular air, for a 
good melody soon travels even a longer way than from Scotland to Northumberland, or vice versa, and as it was the case in 
old times, that the air was carried by fiddlers and persons totally unacquainted with notation, or the " pricking " down of 
melodies, the characteristic of each country was implanted on it, carried as it was only by ear. In the " Yorkshire Lad " we 
have, as far as I have been able to find, the earliest germ of the melodv the " Keel Row." The first named is in a London 



dance book (Johnson's Collection) in 1 748, and as this was a gathering together of a series of dances which had been 
published annually, I have no doubt it could be found in print even earlier than 1748. Following this, we find in Thompsons

" Keel Row/' is in " A Collection of favourite Scots' Tnnes, with Variations for the Violoncello or Harpsichord, by the late 
Charles McLean, and other eminent masters" printed at Edinburgh, by N. Stewart, oblong 4 to, pp. 37* not dated, but 
assigned in the British Museum Library to the date 1770, and in Dr. Laing's Bibliography of Scottish Collections to 1776. 
I have seen the work advertised on a book bearing the engraved date 1 780. In Mc. Lean's collection the tune is named 
" Well may the Keel Row," and is now reproduced in this present volume. I am not inclined to lay much stress on the fact 
that, because it appears in a Scotch collection, it is necessarily Scottish, for although of the twenty-six airs in Mc. Lean's 
collection, there are twenty-one which certainly few would dispute (the rest being Irish, except the Keel Row), yet it was the 
practice to include in such like collections any tune good and popular. In Cromek's Remains of Ntthsdale and Galloway 
Song, 1810, which was certainly not all Allan Cunningham's fabrications, it is called a "popular bridal tune in Sec '

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The song in Croraek is too rough and unpolished to be modern. In 1793, Ritson first prints the Northumbrian song, in his 
•' Northumberland Garland? and the first verse may be said to be identical with the supposed Jacobite one, with the 
substitution of the Newcastle Street, Sandgate, for the Edinburgh Cannongate. The second verse of Ritson says "He wears 
a blue bonnet" Now the blue bonnet was a traditional portion of Scotch dress, and a parallel verse occurs in Cromek, " My 
love he wears a bonnet" To alter the Ritson and the Cromek version of the song into each other would require but few words, 
for they are practically the same. Most Scotchmen will. I am aware, claim the Jacobite as the original, and I am sure that, 
Northumbrians, to a man, will swear by Ritson. I have no wish to do anything, but to lay down evidence. In 181 2, Bell in 
the "Rhymes of Northern Bards? repeats Ritson's version. About 1810-1815, Seield prints the tune in his "Through Bass? 
and sometime at this period Robert Topliff includes it in his "Melodies of the fyne and Wear" In the "Newcastle Chronicle" 
mention is made of a MS. book of airs, dated in one place, 1752, which is known to have belonged to a Northumbrian. The 
Keel Row is noted down in this book, but that alone proves very little, it simply shows that the tune was then popular 
(we may presume) in Newcastle. Not having seen the book, I am unable to give particulars, but we may conclude that other 
airs are included which are known to be either Scotch or South Country ; nor can we be sure that the date 1752 is the date of 
entry of the tune. For, as is frequently the case, the book may have taken years to fill up, or have been employed by other 
persons at a later date, for the same purpose as the original owner. The word " Keel," one might have thought, would settle 
the disputed question, but, alas ! " Keel " is an old Saxon word, and has been used in Scotland as well as Newcastle, I have 
appended Ritson's and Cromek's versions of the song, for comparison ;

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were collected into volumes of about 70 airs. Books of 
minuets and of hornpipes were also printed, all in the oblong 
octavo shape. 

In the Yearly Dances for 1759, Peter Thompson's name 
on title page was changed to Thompson & Son, and in 1762 
an "s" was added to Son. The sons were Charles and 
Samuel, and their names soon after appear alone, the father 
having either died or retired. In 1779 the firm was Samuel 
and Ann, evidently the widow of Charles; and in 1781 to 
179S it is Samuel, Ann, and Peter, the latter being doubtless 
a son of Charles or Samuel. After 1795 Henry replaces 
Peter, and in 1796 it is Henry and Ann ; ultimately, in x8oo 
Henry Thompson's name alone appears. The firm carried 
on business at 75, St. Paul's Churchyard, and between 1800 
and 1806 it was passed over to Button & Purday, which, 
after a few years, became Button & Whitaker, the address 
being still 75, St. Paul's Churchyard.
